Such dlRRliiR lends Inevllalily lo the i^on- 
elusion that no mailer how such Inspections 
arc made, ihey aren't aileiiuatc. Otherwise, 
there would be no need lor many of these 
congressional post-mortem InvesllBations o( 
executive agencies and there would be Jess 
yelling on government spending, Tlic govcrn- 
mcnt will spend approximately £38,000.000 
this coming fiscal year Just to audit its books. 
This sum Is the appropriation of the general 
accounting office, which will have a (orcc of 
12.00D employes lo reconcile some 205 million 
checks with a similar number of vouchers 
and authortzatlons. 

In ft way. this is n good bit like locking the 
barn alter the hor.sc Is — well, not necessarily 
"stolen." but certainly after It la dead. 

In contrast to this 538,000,000 undertaker's 
bill, how much is spent on doctor bills to keep 
the horse from dying and police work to keep 
the horse from bplng stolen? Next year It will 
be about $2,500,000. That Is roughly ths ap- 
proprSaUon tor the burciiM ol llie ^^iiget. 
whoso less than BOO employes— as compared 
with the 12,000 genera! accounting office em- 
ployes—are given the Job of not only prepar- 
ing but also paring federal agency expendi- 
tures. 

All most people know about the bureau of 
the budget is that once a j-^^ir it prepares 
what is probably the biggest and dullest book" 
in the world. It Is the annual estimate of ex- 
penditures which the President sends up to 
congress each January wljh his budget mc.i- 
aage, and which no one ever looks at again If 
he can avoid It. 

But that is only a smidgin' of the bureau 
of the budget assignment. Its day-ln-and- 
day-out Job — the thankless task which brings 
down on the heads of all bureau of the budget 
examiners the curses of the bureaucrats who 
call them paper-clip counters, penny pinch- 
ers, unprogrcssive reactionaries and worse- 
la the business ot cutting back and holding 
down on government agency requests for ap- 
propriations before they go to congress, and 
then in checking the programs of the agen- 
cies after they get their money. 

In addition, undcr the overtime pay act. 
every three months there must be a check on 
the number of employes in every department, 
I'ob by Job. In an ellorl to Steep bwicaus from 
becoming overstaffed and performing a lot 
of useless functions. But only about half o( 
'the 3,000.000 federal Jobs today arc so in- 
apected. 

To the taxpayer, there may be some con- 
solation Just In knowing (hat this goes on 
But that there Isn't enough of It. administra- 
tive officials in the bureau of the budget 
will freely admit. And there, perhaps, you 
have one reason for a lot of the congressional 
special lnvestigatloti.i, which in themselves 
cost almost as much money as the bureau 
of the budget.

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EMPHASIS ON ARTILLERY 
Disappointing as the Italian campaign may 
have been, it Is very likely serving as a sort 
or "pilot plant" In which' leasons are learned 
and mistakes are corrected which will avert 
losses and disappointments in the conti- 
nental ,invasIon, An indication of this Is the 
war production board's new order which 
places heavy artillery on a par with landing 
craft, at the top of the production list. 

This does not mean that the army Is giv- 
ing up on combat aviation'. It Indicates, 
rather, that the alrpSftne's limitations as well 
Bs Its possibilities are more evident than they 
were before the landings at Salerno and 
Anzlo: It also appears from the production 
. emphasis that the bigger weapons, such as 
155-mm, and 8-lnch guns, and 240-mm, and 
8-lnch howitzers, have been found Increas- 
ingly effective. 

Artillery cannot compete with the airplane 
In many operations. Obviously It cannot bomb 
factories and transportation and supply cen- 
ters 600 miles behind the lines, it cannot 
etrafe columns of troops and vehicles with a 
plane's terrific speed and withering (Ire.
